JAPiESE WILL MOT (
RENEW OLO TREATY

Will Resist It if Coolics Are to
Be Kept Out of This

Country.

PROGRESSIVES WIN POINT

Party Strongly Opposed Ex-
clusiojfi, and Forced Others

Into Line.

WASHINGTON, July 7..That tho
Jnpnncso government wlll not consent
to the rcnowal of tho prosont treaty
wlth tho Unltod 8tates If thls govern¬
ment ro3orvos tho rlght to Inaert a

clauao ln tho compact excludlng Jap¬
anese coollo labor from contlnontal
Unltod Statos ls lndlcat^d by seml-
officlal advlces purportlng to glve the
vlews of Foreign Mlnlster Iliiyashl,
wblch wero recelved hero to-day by
Ototaka Yamaoka., personal ropresenta-
tlvo of Count Oltuma, leader of the
Progresslvo party.
Mr. Yamaoka, who vlslted the Unlted

Statos in April nnd perfectod nn al-
llanco wlth Japanese of tho Pacific
coast for ,'the ,purposc of brlnglng
about tho overthrow of the Snlonjl
Mlnlstry, and tho annulment of tho ex-
cluBlon clailso ln tho immlgratlon bill,
Ib authorlty for tho statement that
Foreign Mlnlster Hayashl has recelv¬
ed from Secretary of Stato Root a pro¬
llmlnary "note" regarding the now
treaty which the two governments pro¬
pose to substltute for tho conventlon
whlch expores July 17, 1911.
The draft of tho new treaty sub-

mlttod by Secretary Root, according to
the communlcation from Mr. Yama¬
oka, called for tho renewal of artlcle
2, clauso 4, of the present treaty, which
glvos to each nation tho right to regu-
lato immlgratlon. Wlth reference to
tho "noto" submltted by Secretary
Root, Mr. Yamaoka says that Foreign
Mlnlster Hayashl has issued an offl-
clal confldentlal memorandum outlln-
Ing tho Japanese government's attl-
tudo on tho questlon of the litnitatlon
of immlgratlon, whlch, in substance, is
as follows:

Attltudo of Jnpnnene.
"First. That the government of the

United States has submltted a p/o-
posal for the enactment of a treaty
which provides for the llmltation of
Immlgratlon. The government of Japan
has rcjected the proposal, and wlll
not in tho futuro entertaln any such
propositlon.

"Second. That In tho new treaty,
whlch is to be operative from the forty-
fourth year of Meijl (1911), the gov¬
ernment of Japan wlll inslst on strlk¬
lng out the artielo 2, clauao 4 (de-
finlng tho powor reserved by the con¬
tractlng partles to enact laws wlth re¬
gard to pollco and Immlgratlon regu-
latlonB).
"For that purposo the government of

Japan ahall take a more vigorous at-
tltude. ...

"Although the negotfations for that
end are not yet developed, we firm'y
bellevo that the government of the
Unlted States will flght with deter¬
minatlon to preserve the clause.
"Third. That the government of Ja¬

pan contemplates sendlng representa¬
tlves to the United States to Investi¬
gate conditions cn tho Paciflc coast
and to determlno lf tho Japaneso resl-
dents are dlscrlmlnated agalrst."
Mr. Yamaoka, it is sald, has Rent

copies of Foreign Mlnlster Hayashl's
confldentlal memorandum to the Japa¬
nese socletlea of San Francisco and
Seattle and to correspondents of Japa¬
neso newspapera ln thia country. Dr.
Masujl Myakawa, tho Japanese lawyer,
admltted that ho had Been a copy of
the cornmunlcatlon, whlch is being dis¬
tributed by Yamaoka and characterlzed
tho attltudo of Foreign Mlnlster Haya¬
shl &e a concession to the progresslves.
who have strongly opposed the clause
in the Immigratian bill e^tudlng coolie
labor from thls country.
